Soutli San Franciscans on those de¬ 
lightful little voyages around the 
beautiful bay. 

Gone is the good ship Caroline; 
gone, it may be, to the scrap heap, 
ultimate end of all tilings material. 
Not so with old Captain Leale. He 
has departed, gone on his last voyage; 
gone down through the deep waters 
of the dark and troubled seas between 
two worlds; sailing—as we fondly 
hope and firmly believe—to the bliss¬ 
ful shores of that celestial land where 
God’s ships come home at last, with 
shining sails and masts of gold, into 
the peaceful port of everlasting life. 

In the spring of 1892, Baden station 
was the nearest point on the railroad 
to the business district of this city. 
To secure railroad facilities, the 
South San Francisco Land and Im¬ 
provement Company donated a right 
of way for a line of railroad from 
Baden station to and through this city 
to San Bruno, a total distance of 
about three miles, and in addition to 
giving the land, the company graded 
the three miles of roadbed. In return 
for this liberal contribution, the 
Southern Pacific furnished the ties 
and rails, completed the three miles 
of railroad, and put up a depot build¬ 
ing at tlie corner of Railroad and 
Cypress avenues. 

Tlie Southern Pacific Company 
opened tlie depot and commenced run¬ 
ning trains over the new line in Janu¬ 
ary, 1892. Chas. L. Herbst was the first 
agent, and .continued as tlie company's 
representative from January, 1893, to 
May, 1890. Charley Herbst was a 
capable, courteous, and popular rep¬ 
resentative of tlie Southern Pacific, 
and it is fitting in this connection to 
note tlie pleasing fact that tlie South¬ 
ern Pacific Company’s agents for this 
city have been, from first to last, of 
the same fine type. 

For several years all trains, both 
through and local, ran over the new 
line; but in course of time only the 
local and mail trains came through 
South San Francisco, the flyers going 
over the old line, which was shorter 
and without the curves on the new 
line. 

In 1892 a water system was de¬ 
veloped by the Land and Improvement 
Company through artesian wells. 
Water mains and pipes were laid, a 
reservoir was constructed and a 
pumping plant installed of sufficient 
capacity to supply water for house¬ 
hold, factory, and fire protection 
uses. 


Vividly this brief business an¬ 
nouncement brings back to old-timers 
the old days. The old days? No, not 
the old days, but the young days; 
when the men and women now old- 
timers were not so old, but were all 
eager, earnest workers; busy laying 
the foundations of the fair city-to-be, 
the splendid industrial city, South 
San Francisco. 

And what old-timer can ever forget 
the old steamer Caroline and her gal¬ 
lant master, that jolly old mariner 
Captain W. G. Leale. Three times a 
week Captain Leale and his Caroline 
came to this port. Then there were 
special days when Dunn & Co. brought 
great crow’ds on the Caroline, eager 
to see the new city and invest in its 
real estate; but the great feature was 
the bay excursions, when the good old 
ship carried joyous throngs of happy 


ine laying ot the water main on 
Grand and Swift avenues was com¬ 
pleted and water was delivered into 
the reservoir in September, 1892. 

The main sewer on Grand avenue 
was completed in the summer of 1892. 
Tlie work of excavating for and lay¬ 
ing the sewer mains and pipes was 
done by Jos. Gibson, and before the

Before the coming of the railroad, 
beginning in March and continuing to 
the end of 1892, there was tri-weekly 
steamer service between this city and 
San Francisco, as set forth by the 
following advertisement, printed and 
published in that “lone copy” of the 
city's pioneer newspaper, the South 
San Francisco News, dated Friday, 
October 14, 1892, to-wit: 


terseetion of California and Maple j 
avenues, and installed a steam power 
rock crushing plant below tlie quarry, 
to provide rock for street and other 
improvements. The plant was in op¬ 
eration many years and a big section 
of the hill was cut away, leaving a 
gaping chasm, which was recently 
filled up at considerable expense in 
making tlie street improvements for 
the High School Park district.
